ſubſtance and ingendred together like a great lump of Pitch, 
and is exhaled by the Sun and power of the Stars by degrees 
into the Upper Region of the Air, and by the excefliye heax 
of the place is ſer on fire, and ſo burneth rill the quantity of 
the Exhalation be conſamed. | 

Pliny and others admit of nine ſair; of Comers which 
. vre eably comm into theſe rwo, the firſt ſort which I ſhall 

ſpcak of, are faſhioned 1ound, having no tail at all, but doth
